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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments were not persuasive. Applicant 
argues that combining Petrovich and Treyz would frustrate Petrovich's intended purpose. Examiner notes that in claim 1 , only the financial 
transaction aspects of Treyz are combined with Petrovich to render applicant's invention obvious. Applicant has not addressed how this 
feature would frustrate the purpose of Petrovich. With respect to claim 18, applicant argues that Petrovich and Treyz are silent as to 
receiving product data while traversing a doorway. Examiner notes that the combination is capable and discloses receiving product data. 
The limitation "while traversing a doonA^ay" appears to relate to a structural feature of a store, which is not part of the appliance, and does 
not appear to be an aspect of the invention. The appliance of Treyz and Petrovich are capable of being used in this manner. Examiner 
cites this same reasoning in response to applicant's argument regarding claim 22. Applicant argues that Treyz and Kawan can not be 
combined, regarding the claims 21 and 28. It is noted that Kawan is cited for the teaching of memory encryption. One of ordainry skill 
would recognize that to encrypting memory increase the security of the system. 
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
